It is a two- 
story wooden building of 70 x 38 feet. 


The cost of the building was $5150. 


It is equipped for steam heat and the 
system of ventilation is excellent 


Along the entire 
iront, 
on both 


floors, extends a 10-foot corridor. From 
these there lead two recitation rooms 
of 34 x 28 feet, admirably lighted and 
well equipped. 


In the building will this year be 


quartered an intermediate and two 
primary schools. The fourth room is 
held in reserve, and will not be fin- 
ished at present.

al roads are a charge upon the depart- 
ments through which they pass, and 
part of the military roads are kept up 
by rhe government nnd a part by the 
departments through which the roads 
pass. 


The crossroads are kept up by the 


communes, though sometimes in thin- 
ly populated regions these communes 
receive assistance from the crovern- 
inont, especially when these roads be- 
i-ome of importance. 
The 
national 


roads ,ii-e paved like a street, having 
nu average width of fifty-two and a 
half feet. The departmental roads are 
thirty-nine feet wide, and the military 
and crossroads are of variable width. 
Tiles of broken stone are placed at 
convenient distances, and a man is 
constantly employed, in repairing each 
section.

How Hifthivnj-K Should De Unlit Iu 


Hilly Countries. 


Straight roads are the proper kind to 


!me. but in 
hilly countries their 


rlrai^'iitiicss should always bo sacri- 
ficed to obtain a level burface, so as to 
better nccominodatu the people who 
use them, says Maurice O. Eldridj-'e, 
assistant director public roads inqui- 
rit-;. Graceful and natural curves con- 
fKrmlng to tho 1:.\ of the land add 
beauty to the landscape, besides en- 
hanciui; the \alue of property. Not 
f t i l y do le\el curved roads add beauty 
to the l.indsc;ipii and iiial:e lands along 
tin iu more \aluable, hut the horso is 
able to utilize his full strength over 
tlu-in. Furtiii'imore a horse can pull 
only four-lifths as much on a grade of 
l: leet in K»J toot, and this gradually 
lessens until >\ith a grade of ID feet in 
liH) Teet. lie can draw but one-fourth 
aw much an he. can on a level road. 


(lood roails should therefore wind 


nround hills instead of runn'mi: over 
them, and in many cases this can he 
done will.out greatly increasing tho 
di-itnnee. To illustrate, if an apple, or 
!'e;ir be cut in half and one of the 
halves placed on a ilat surface, it will 
be seen that the hoii/.ontal distance 
,ir<<uiid h'oin stem to blossom is great- 
er ih.in the distance o\er between the 
same points.

tion. The amount of interest that has 
thus been aroused among the farmers 
and business men of the country by 
good roads literature and good roads 
trains could not .be exaggerated. All 
this is surely most encouraging. 
It 


promises much, because it is one of the 
characteristics of the American people 
to do the thing they once make up 
their minds to ilo. They are a patient, 
long suffering folk, but they have final- 
ly made up their minds to have better 
roads. 


Just why we are so far behind other 


nations in a matter vitally affecting 
every social class is a question that 
may be variously answered, but the 
lamentable truth is thrust upon us by 
too many of the unpleasant incidents 
of daily travel to require either em- 
phasis or illustration. Old and young, 
rich and poor, the farmer no less than 
the inhabitant of one of our wealthiest 
and must densely populated cities, all 
pass over the same highways ou foot, 
on horseback, 011 a wheel or in some 
sort of vehicle, and they unite in con- 
demning the deplorable condition of 
the roaua in every cjmmouwealth and 
territory of the. Union, a state of 
things that would not be tolerated in 
any other civilized country. Of the 
existence of the evil there cannot 
therefore be the least shadow of doubt, 
for the chorus of complaints is too un- 
pleasantly familiar and universal to 
admit of the possibility of a mistake 
or to be attributed to the mere pleas- 
ure of grumbling. 


To the home of the farmer there can 


be brought almost every social nnd. 
economic advantage of town life, and 
that, too, at a cost less than that 
which he now pays for what he does 
not get. It is no less true that the way 
in which the farmer might obtain such 
advantages, assuming that they are 
really desired, is to construct and 
maintain good roads. 
A good road 


system is therefore a most potent en- 
gine of social reform, while the evils 
of country life are but the temporary 
manifestations of a period of transi- 
tion; hence to bad highways may be 
ascribed most of the woes of. our agri- 
cultural classes, not to mention the 
many grave evils they entail on mod- 
ern city governments. 


Wise, therefore, was General .Joseph 


Wheeler when he declared that "the 
prosperity of our country depends so 
largely upon the prosperity of our 
farmers 
that 
everything 
possible 


should be done to make lite in the ru- 
ral districts agreeable as well as prof- 
itable, and nothing could conduce more 
to the comfort and happiness of onr 
people than the improvement of the 
roads," Scarcely less significant was 
tiie opinion Mr. John "Wanamakor ex- 
pressed while postmaster general to 
the effect thai, "enlarged free delivery 
or anything like universal free del'n- 
ery will have to bo postponed until 
there are belter facilities of communi- 
cation through the rural and sparsely 
settled districts-."

issued. From this it appears that the 
total number of troops in South Africa 
at the outbreak of hostilities on Oct. 
11, 1S99, was 22,586. From that time 
untii May 31, 1002, when the war end- 
ed with the surrender of the Boers, 
there were sent to South Africa 206.- 
081 men, and 54,414 were raised in tho 
country, making a grand total of 381,- 
081 engaged in the war on the British 
side from first to last. The final cas- 
ualty figures give the number killed in 
action as 5,777; wounded, 23,029; died 
of wounds or disease, 16,168. This 
record of death and wounds on the 
British side m the Boer war is bad 
enough and sad enough, but it does not
